One of these is concerned with the status of the dental 
operator of the fourteenth century. i/hen Guy refers to den- 
tal operations as "special" (particulares) he seems to give 
recognition to the dentator as a reputable practitioner. But 
he adds: "Tutum autem est ut tales operationes per medicos 
dirigantur." (It is safe, however, that such operations 
should be directed by a physician) 


Guy's recommendation that a medical man be present in some 
capacity might be regarded as reflecting on the character of 
the dentator's services, It will be noticed that Guy stipu- 
lates the physician, not the surgeon. This must imply that 
the physician is merely to supervise, since physicians or- 
dinarily would not deign to touch the patient. /J‘oreover, 
since operations, even by surgeons, were sometimes directed 
by physicians, no disparagement of the dentator's competence 
can be intended. 


The difference of opinion between Guy and Galen as to the 
existence of a nerve in the tooth may be merely a misunder- 
Standing. wven in much later tines sone authors regarded the 
tooth as merely the hard substance. Guy may have meant only 
that there was no nerve in enamel or dentin, considering 

that pulp and tissue surrounding the roots were not part of 
the tooth.
